Soviets plunder India

The role and function of 
television in political cam- 
paigns was the issue of yester- 
day's seminar led by James 
Karayn, 'mastermind' behind 
Ihe Ford-Carter presidential 
debates. 

Karayn, a US journalist and 
broadcaster, spoke on the 
problems of organizing such an 
important event, which had a 
potential audience of 200 
million people. The effects of 
Ihe televised debates were 
favourable, Karayn claimed, for 
they not only "revitalized the 
election for the American elec- 
torate" but they effectively 
revealed the candidates and the 
issues, and brought the candi- 
dates closer to the people. 

Because Ford and Carter 
both had to agree to the con- 
frontation, they were instru- 
mental in , determining the 
.format of Ihe debates, Karayn 
explained. Face to face con- 
frontation was out of the 
question for both candidates. 
Ford's specialists "realized 
that Ford. was. al ius" best when 
- he had tough questions to 
answer such as those asked 
during a press conference". 
Both candidates requested a 
very formal staging structure, 
for the debates and a third party 
to ask the questions. Ford's 
aides felt that in a lace to face 



confrontation, Carter could 
easily evade Ford's questions, 
thus a third party that would 
insist upon precise answers 
from Carter was a necessity. 
Carter probably felt Ihe same 
way. 

. A panel of journalists was 
chosen to formulate and ask 
the questions— "a choice that 
was difficult to make". Karayn 
explained that the selection of 
the panelists was made Irom 
12,000 possibilities and the 
questions to be posed to the 
candidates were drawn from 
literally thousands ol questions 
submitted by citizens and 
groups from all over the US. 

Karayn advocated the insti- 
tutionalization of the presiden- 
tial debates for he explained 
(hat the televised 'war of words'- 
had been one of the few links 
between the candidates and the 
voters. "Plato professed that a 
republic should be made up of 
no more than 30.000 people for 
the purposes of forums. With 
television, I think you can have 
a republic of 250 million 
people". Through television,

"Both, superpowers, the 
Soviet Union and the US, are 
the main enemies of the Indian 
people". With this remark, the 
spokesperson for the Indian*: 
Progressive Study Group began 
a meeting last night to discuss 
the further penetration of the 
Indian .economy by the Soviet 
''social-imperialists" since the 
declaration of the "National 
Emergency" in India. 

The speaker pointed out that 
at the last meeting, they had 
discussed the US penetration 
of the economy of India. It was 
important to grasp, he said, 
that both superpowers are 
continuing their plunder of 
India, because India is one of 
the glaring examples' of a 
country In which the interna- 
tional contention between the 
two superpowers is reflected 
right in the life of the country. 
; The speaker then went into 
the background of Soviet 
"plunder*,' of India. He pointed 
out that when the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union still 
had revolutionary leadership, at 
the lime of Lenin and Stalin, 
the CPSU had always given 
advice to the Indian revolution- 
aries to wage armed agrarian 
revolution, as India's "inde- 



pendence" was a sham. For- 
eign imperialism was still 
plaguing India, and using the 
feudal relations of production 
in the countryside to carry this 
out. 

However, after Khrushchev 
staged his coup d'état in the 
Soviel Union, and put it back 
on the path of capitalism, the 
speaker charged, the CPSU 
changed its line on India. At 
this time it began to hungrily 
eye India. Nehru was invited to 
visit the Soviet Union. While he 
was there, the "arch-reaction- 
ary" Nehru and the Soviet 
Revisionists signed a trade 
agreement, under which India 
would export agricultural 
goods, raw materials, and 
handicraft products. This trade 
agreement set the theme for the 
"traditional" areas of exploita- 
tion by the Soviet social-imper- 
ialists, the speaker said. 

The next step, to begin the 
plunder of India by the USSR 
look place in 1956, according to 
Ihe speaker's analysis, when 
Khrushchev visited India. 
Shortly after his visit, India and 
the USSR signed an "aid" 
agreement. Khrushchev pro- 
claimed that the US imperial- 
ists, when they gave aid, 
always gave "imperialist aid". 



The USSR, however, would give 
what he called "socialist aid". 

The speaker pointed oui what 
the effects of this "socialist 
aid" were. Starting from zero in 
Ihe mid-fifties, by March 31, 
1974, Russian "aid" to India 
had grown to 10,210 million 
Rupees (Rs), out of which only 
Rs. 4,243 million had- been 
repaid. The present rate of 
payment of the principal and 
interest amounts to Rs. 2,000 
million annually". In 1968-69, 
India got $52.5 million as a loan 
from the Soviet Union 
while it paid back $78.5 million 
in "debt services". By 1971-72, 
these figures had jumped to a 
loan of $242.5 million and a pay 
back of $437.5 million. 

This "aid" from the Soviet 
Union, the speaker pointed out, 
was simply a means for them to 
export their financial capital 
into India and then reap huge 
profits on the interest. 

It is also used, he indicated, 
to force India to sell produce 
and resources to Ihe Soviet 
Union cheaply, and force India 
to buy dearly. He estimated 
that India sells its goods to the 
USSR at 20-30 percent less 
than international prices (which 
are already kept deflated by im- 
contlnuod from pago3 



politicking is possible on a 
mass level. He proposed 
however, that if presidential 
election campaign debates 
were institutionalized they 
should be 'face to face' con- 
frontations. 

"TV and radio have become 
Ihe tools of politics" stated 
Karayn. Each candidate was 
given 21 million dollars to 
conduct his campaign— a first 
in US government subsidized 
campaigns. Karayn pointed out 
•that 21 million was really a 
small amount in terms of an 
American presidential election. 
Both Ford and Carter allotted 
10.5 million solely for televi- 
sion advertising during the last 
week of the presidential race, 
which indicates tnat tne canai- 
dates and their campaign 
organizers realize the extent of 
television's impact on the 
masses. 

"Jimmy Carter was very 
much a candidate of televi- 
sion... he is superb on televi- 
sion... you have to know how to 
project on television... if

McMaster students 
protest hikes 



HAMILTON (CUP)-Eighty Mc- 
Master University students 
demonstrated against racism, 
differential fees and inter- 
national student quotas at 
a special meeting of the 
McMaster Senate November 25. 

Group spokesperson Janice 
Paquette said there was an 
increase of racism on campus 
and in the city, noting verbal 
and physical attacks on 
Chinese McMaster students 
November 17. 

. She denounced international 
student quotas and differential 
fees as racist and urged the 
senate to follow the example of 
Laurentian University senate, 
which has voted not to accept 
the Ontario government's pro- 
posed two-tier fee system. 

The fee hike for visa students, 
was announced by the province' 
in May and came into effect for 
community colleges in Sep- 
tember. It became effective at 
universities in January. The 
hike applies to all first-year 
internationals except those on 
grants from the Canadian 
International Development 
Agency. 

Paquette also asked the 
university to drop its quotas on 
foreign students. 

Vice-president Academic and 
Senate Vice-chairperson Alvin 
Lee told the group the Board of 
Governors is responsible for 
the assessment of fees. He 



defended the quota system 
saying it applies to individual 
laculties and that only one 
faculty has been affected. 

The senate will address the 
issue at its December 8 
meeting. Paquette promised a 
large student contingent would 
be present. 

In October the Laurentian 
Senate recommended to the 
Board of Governors not. to 
accept the differential fees and 
that Ihe university absorb the 
costs. The board has yet to 
decide on the issue.

Napoleon were alive today he 
would probably use television 
to his advantage... but i don't 
think that using television to 
your advantage is an artificial 
or dishonest thing". 

During the question period 
which followed Karayn's con- 
vincing exposé of the utility of 
mass media to politicians, 
questions were asked regarding 
the moral ethics involved in the 
use of the media for the selling 
of a president in somewhat the 
same manner that toothpaste, 
breakfast cereal and aspirins 
are sold. Karayn claimed that 
politics and politicians could 
become more available to the 
massed through television. 
However, the general feeling of 
the 15 people who attended the 



seminar was in opposition to 
this enthusiasm. Another 
idea came across— that televi- 
sion creates synthetic images 
that are highly controllable 
through modern techniques. 

One person stated that the 
institutionalization of presi- 
dential campaign debates as 
well as the exploitation of 
television to promote fabrica- 
ted images of politicians would 
not narrow the gap between 
politicians and the masses, but 
would widen it. Although 
Karayn did not fully agree, he 
admitted that "political cam- 
paigning is geared to being 
events which create coverage" 
and do not necessarily expose 
the real issues thai are implicit 
lo the people of a nation. 
' "To be a leader, you have to 
be charismatic— that is part of 
the game", Karayn stated. 
However,' as one student 
pointed out after the seminar, 
"Charisma and fabricated aura 
are not the same thing". 



Next Wednesday, the Uni- 
versity Senate will decide 
whether the turnout of 3000- 
plus students in the constitu- 
tional referendum this week 
represents a sufficient demon- 
stration of interest to justify 
the formation of a new Stu- 
dents' Society. 
. In making their assessment, 
the senators must remember 
that similar numbers of stu- 
dents have always voted at 
McGill, even In the famous ref- 
erendum of 1969, and that 
similar numbers vote at other 
Canadian institutions often' 
touted as exemplary of student 
societies. 

Last week Elgil Pedersen, 
Vice-principal (Academic) 
suggested that "an actual 
visible concern for a Students' 
Society". would be demonstra- 
ted by a turnout "approaching 
50 percent", or almost 10,000 
students. 

In view of many difficulties 
in publicity, particularly the 
eleventh-hour publication of 
synopses dealing with the two 
complex proposals at hand, it 
is not surprising that more stu- 
dents did not cast ballots. 
Given the dubious record of 
the most recent Students' 
Society Executive, the indlca- 
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Senate should 
accept results 

tion of corruption and ineffici- 
ency which brought about a 
suspension of the constitution 
last year, it is remarkable that 
as many as 3000 registered 
their feelings on the referen- 
dum. 

No one should construe a 
vote approaching 20 percent of 
the student body as incontro- 
vertible evidence of a mass re- 
surgence of Interest in the 
Students' Society. Neverthe- 
less that turnout occurred 
despite last year's unequivoc- 
ally negative experience with 
the Society, and with one-third 
of the University— the first- 
year students— possessing no 
first-hand knowledge of Stu- 
dents' Society affairs. 

The Students' Society has 
successfully acted as a vehicle 
in the past for delivery of 
numerous services to stu- 
dents. A substantial portion of 
the political and cultural life on 
campus, emanates from the 
Students' Society constituent 
organizations. For the sake of 



argument, it is worth contras- 
ting the McGill Players' 
Theatre with the drama pro- 
duction program of the Eng- 
lish Department. Activities like 
Players' or Film Society leave 
little question that students 
perform adequately, often 
splendidly, when allowed a 
significant degree of auton- 
omy In their own affairs. 

It is a cliché by now to 
criticize the quality of student 
life at McGill. But it will surely 
never recover without a 
Students' Society co-ordinat- 
ing organizations and activ- 
ities which complete the "edu- 
cational experience" at McGill. 

Senate must act quickly on 
the wishes of students as ex- 
pressed In last week's referen- 
dum. The Majority Report, 
debated at some length and 
modified through thoughtful 
criticism by an admittedly 
small number of concerned 
students, was approved by 
considerably more people than 
voted in the last Students' 
Society general elections 
(1975). It ought to be 
implemented with alacrity, 
before the current school year 
is over.

perialism for raw materials) and 
buys finished products from 
the Soviet Union at 20-30 
percent above international 
prices (kept inflated already by 
the imperialists for their fin- 
ished products, machinery, 
etc.). 

The speaker gave many more 
examples of Soviet domination 
"of the Indian economy, and 
then explained the political 
influence exerted by the two 
superpowers in India's govern- 
ment. He gave many examples 
to show how both superpowers 
contend and collude in determ- 
ining the policy of India', in 
order to further their own aims, 
-both in India and internation- 
ally. One such example he gave 
was the Indian attack on China 
in 1962, which he said had 
been backed by both the US' 
and the USSR. 

The speaker then concluded 
his remarks by pointing out 
that only through armed agrar- 
ian revolution, in which the 
feudal relations of production 
used throughout the country- 
side against the masses of 
Indian people by the imperial- 
ists would be smashed, and 
it would be possible for India to 
liberate itself from the "blood- 
sucking" oppression of the two 
superpowers. He pointed out 
that this armed agrarian revolu- 
tion could only be led by a 
revolutionary proletarian party, 
and announced that the next, 
and final meeting in the series 
organized by the Indian Pro- 
gressive Study Group, would 
develop this question in more 
detail.

I was glad to see reproduced 
in the Daily of 26 November, a 
letter from Mrs. B. Kemp, 
English Department, to the 
Personnel Department con- 
cerning the "parity and reclass- 
ification scheme" being imple- 
mented by the Administration. I 
too, feel that there has been a 
deplorable lack of information -. 
the decisions of the powers- 
that-be were simply imposed 
on the Heads of Departments 
and the secretaries without any 
indication of the bases, and 
individual ratings, on which 
such decisions were taken. 
Requests for such information 
are being denied. 

Incumbents in any job in any 
organization have a right to 
know the details of any scheme 
that affects their existing terms 
and or conditions of employ- 
ment. In the instant case, some 
decisions were favourable; 
some were unfavourable where 
a down-grading was involved; 
and still others were inequit- 
able, when a comparison is 
made of equivalent positions in 
different departments involving 
exactly the same responsibil- 
ities and duties yet each placed 
in different classes! Surely it is 
just as, if not more, important 
to have parity among our own 
staff here at McGill! 

The reclassification deci- 
sions taken now will af{ect our 
future salaries and benefits 
(e.g., annual increments, 
pension benefits, promotion,

said he felt McGill's present 
status would not be jeopar- 
dized by the PQ's recent rise to 
power. 

However, Boyer elaborated in 
an interview with Canadian 
University Press after the 
taping that McGill might face 
an end to government funding 
as an anglophone university 
"because a Quebec govern- 
ment will not stand for three 
anglophone universities in 
Quebec. Concordia, given their 
primary function as an evening 
student school, will remain 
because it fulfills a more 
community-oriented role than 
does McGill". 

Talk show host Real Guigere 
questioned Daily editor-in-chief 
Black as to why he voted PQ in 
the November 15 election. 
Black explained his decision by 
stating "a change was needed. 
The PQ was not. a solution, but 
is a necessary first step". 

Boyer was pressed as to why 
a francophone would attend the 
education bastion of English 
Quebec. He replied that many 
of the francophone students at 
McGill were to be found in the 
Management Faculty (where 
they constitute 35 percent) and 
of which the programme was 
similar to that of Hautes Etudes 
Commerciales (HEC), the pres- 
tigious business school of 
l'Université de Montréal. Boyer 
added' that francophone busi- 
ness graduates at McGill found 
as easy a job market as those 
from HEC, in addition to 
becoming functional in Eng- 
lish. The Law Faculty was 
another faculty in which this 
occurred, said Boyer. 

Host Guigere asked if 
conflicts did not arise between 
anglophones and francophones 
in McGill Management. Black 
replied "Conflicts apparently 
did not arise because the 



francophones who had come 
to McGill Management have 
accepted that they would 
eventually have to work in 
English".

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A view from the Hilt: 

In search off freedom off information

For Canadian University Press 
Ottawa,— the City of 
Rumors. Listen carefully on 
any given day and you will pick 
up some tidbit. 

A cabinet - shuffle in the 
making, who is going to get 
what post, the latest govern- 
ment scandal is about to break, 
millions have been wasted by a 
department, legislation will 
come soon on something or 
other, Trudeau Is resigning, so, 
and so has been posted tosuch 
and such, and a thousand 
variations of the same theme — 
facts without .foundation. Ail 
very vague as rumors are wont 
to be. 

; But, now there is a growing 
movement to Impede the flow of 
rumors and start replacing them 
with facts, providing a healthy 
flow of Information for intelli- 
gent assessments of a situation . 
or problem-by a member of the 
press, a member of Parliament 
or some vested interest group or 
citizen. 

Asking for information 
sounds simple and natural 
— enough. It appears to be a basic 
right. 

In fact, it Is not, for in Ottawa 
(and in provincial and municipal 
-' governments) information is 
withheld on a grand scale. The 
bureaucracy is enshrouded in a, 
veil of secrecy and does not 
have to give up information. 

Indeed, it cannot, because it 
is estimated that 80 percent of 
government documents are 
classified. This immediately 



government Is propaganda. 

A shocking state of affairs, 
because in any healthy democ- 
racy analytical criticism from 
opposition MPs is essential to 
the sound and smooth running 
of Parliament. It Is the lifeblood 
of the democratic system. The 
solution to all this, say private 
citizens' groups, major associa- 
tions across Canada and MPs 
from all political, parties, is a 
strong, viable Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act such as those now 
existing in the USA and 
Sweden. 

The prime mover behind the 
callfor a Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act In Canada is Conserva- 
tive MP and former opposition 
house leader Gerald Baldwin 
(Peace River), who has been 
fighting for an Act fora decade. 
In 1974, his private member's 
Bill C ; 225 was introduced to 
the House of Commons and 
then referred for study to the 
Joint Commons-Senate Com- 
mittee on Regulations and other 
Statutory Instruments. 

Replying In the House to the 
government's small mention of 
more open access to govern- 
ment documents in the throne 
speech recently, he said, "The 
rights we seek to obtain by leg- 
islation of this kind are not ex- 
travagant or improper. It was 
said hundreds of years ago that 
a people which means to govern 
itself must have the power that 



and infuriates people. 

Baldwin has often pointed 

out that when legislation does 

come it will be important that it 

contain a clause of independent 

judicial review. This would pro- 
i j « ■ « v « li- 
vide a form of recourse for the 

citizen who requests a docu- 
ment or report but Is denied it on 
the grounds of confidentiality. 

The right of appeal to the 
court or independent review 
board with the power of a civil 
court would take control out of 
the hands of those who seek to 
withhold information and give it 
to an impartial body. 

This view is in direct contrast 
to that of Mitchell Sharp, former 
president of the Privy Council 
and themlnisler.who, before his 
resignation from the cabinet, 
was responsible for questions 
on freedom of information leg- 
islation. 

Sharp says he favors an Infor- 
mation Ombudsman who would 
gather up. all the facts in. an 
appeal and take them to "the 
minister with recommenda- 
tions. The minister would make 
the final decision with no 
further appeal allowed. 

Sharp counters criticism that 
he is proposing a weak act by 



been granted. 

It has resulted in such things 
as the revelation of president 
Richard Nixon's hate list which 
contained the names of thous- 
ands of Americans earmarked 
for harassment because they 
somehow did not fit into the 
president's scheme of things. 
Many student radicals and the

House. It will be important, he 
stressed, to all these groups 
that they know there is a 
judicial review and will have 
recourse in the case of a 
rejected request. 

One benefit of such an Act, he 
said, would be increased 
accountability and responsibil- 
ity of civil servants who will no 
longer make arbitrary decisions 
knowing they 'could be subject 
to public scrutiny. 

Liberal MP Mark McQuiggan 
has been an advocate of 
freedom of information lor 
years. He says, to quote an old 
maxim, knowledge is power. 
This point raises an interesting 
concept: that through freedom 
of information people will be- 
come better informed and take a
